ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING 


Voters Sanction Appropriations for Swimming Beach and 


Bleachers. 


Sentiment Prevents Change in 


Name for Street in Shawsheen 


Appropriations for garbage collection, a 
swimming beach at Pomp’s pond, bleachers 
on the playstead and $300 toward a fire 
observation tower on Prospect hill, made by 
the voters at the adjourned Town mecting 
held Saturday afternoon, bring the total 
appropriations up to $623,270. Of this 
sum it is estimated that approximately $473, 
270 is to be raised by taxation in addition 
toa $70,000 bond issue. 


The motion to purchase a piece of Reo 
fire apparatus for Badlardvate, was defeated 
after one of the most sensational discussions 
ever heard in an Andover Town meeting. 
Questions by John Traynor as to who 
placed the article in the warrant and why 
a Reo truck was specified, failed to bring any 
response from its sponsors, even the chief of 
the fire department professing to be quite 
in the dark concerning the whole matter. 
The news that the truck was already stand- 
ing in the street outside, capped the climax 
and the motion to purchase the piece of 
apparatus was defeated. 


Another article which stirred up unexpected 
opposition was the motion to change the 
name of Poor street in Shawsheen village to 
Oxford street. An appeal not to eliminate 
the old Andover name from Shawsheen 
village was made, and although the speaker's 
knowledge of the genealogy of the Andover 
family was rather inaccurate, his remarks, 
followed by those of John F, O’Connell and 
Dr. C. E. Abbott, resulted in the defeat of 
Article 22. Article 23, proposing a similar 
change of name, was withdrawn from the 
warrant upon the motion of George Winslow. 


The question of installing a’‘new twenty- 
ton scale was presented by William C. 
Crowley and referred to the Board of: Se- 
lectmen. A new street laid out between 
Chestnut street and Summer street was 
accepted as a town way and the portion of 
Whittier street between the Park and the 
Punchard school grounds was discontinued. 

The motion to place a. fire alarm box at 
the corner of Ballardvale road and Woburn 
street was not carried. 

Under. Article 28, “To determine the 
method of collecting the taxes for the en- 
suing year,” it was voted to increase the pay 
of the tax collector to $2000 and that portion 
of Article 3 relating to the appropriation for 
town officers was reconsidered and $200 
added to the amount already voted.

Preset SPR sc eer Neg aaN AEMaaoEee 
conducted for ten years the various town 
meetings which have been carried out 
under his wise and courteous administration 
as moderator; and it is further moved that 
a copy of this resolution be spread upon the 
records of this meeting. 

(Seconded by Mr. Frost and adopted; 
followed by applause.) 

Moderator: introduces an unex- 
pected element into the meeting, both in 
what you have done and apparently what I 
ought todo. I assure you I am not prepared 
with any formal address, not expecting any 
such motion whatever. I can say, however, 
not merely that I thank you, but that the 
ten years that I have occupied this stage 
have been exceedingly enjoyable years. 
I realize that not only am I growing older 
but also that my occupation removing me 
from Andover prevents me from knowing as 
much about the citizens of Andover taking 

rt in town affairs as I would like to know 
in connection with this position. That is 
my main reason for giving up the job, but it 
has been an exceedingly pleasant job, not 
altogether easy at times and sometimes I 
have felt that I have not followed my own 
desires, to oy nothing about what you 
might reasonably expect; but if you accept 
the statements in the motion I am very 
grateful to you for believing them because 
I am sure in holding this office I have simply 
tried to see to three things; in the first place, 
that the voters knew what they are asked to 
do, in other words that there should be clear- 
ness as to motions and ideas; in the second 
place, that the voters should have a fair 
again wd to éxpress themselves; and in 
the third place, that you should exercise as 
much courtesy and consideration for others 
as you would reasonably expect: for your- 
selves. I am quite proud of our town 
meeting and the results of the last ten years 
have done nothing to diminish my pride. 
So that in making this valedictory I again 
thank you very kindly. 

John Traynor: I rise to say that you have 
been more than square, and I hope you will 
pardon all the trouble we have made you. 

Moderator: I assure you, gentlemen, you 
need not have any qualms of conscience 
on that score. Some may have qualms who 
have not been so accustomed to get to their 
feet as much as the last speaker, but I 
haven't anything that I cherish in the way 
of either malice or ill feeling. 

If there is no further matter to. bring up 
under special privilege we will go on with the 
meeting. : 

Article 16.—To see if the Town will appropriate 
the.sum of $2000. for the colJection and disposal of 
garbage,-and if the Town believes that the col- 
lection and disposal should~ be-a-selfsustaining 
proposition, to see if the Town will authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to put such a plan in operation 
under such regulations, based upon the actual cost 
of the service and no more, a8 may be justified in 
order to make the service effective, on petition of 
Madeleine B. Francke and others. 


Mr. Traynor: I move that it be stricken 
entirely from the warrant. 

(Not seconded.) 

Frederic G. Moore: 1 move you the 
adoption of this Article 16. 

William C. Crowley: I second it. It 
seems to me the question of garbage has 
grown to be a pretty serious thing. I find 
on Page 27 of the Town report, a report of 
the special town meeting, June 12, where it 
was voted that the question of the collection 
and dis of ga and ashes be re- 
ferred to the Board of th and Board of 
Public Works as a joint committee to report 
at the next annual town meeting. I don’t 
know whether either one of those boards 
have had a meeting or made a report, but it 
seems to me something must be done. We 
are now in the same position that we have 
been for the last five or six years because the 
question is always juggled or thrown out. 
At a meeting held in the Punchard School 
some time ago under the direction of the 
League of Women Voters it was recom- 
mended that $4,000- be appropriated and 
spent under the direction of the Board of 
Public Works but I understand the Board of 
Public Works decided that they could not 
handle this:~ I’ don’t know whether the 
Board of Health has any recommendation 
to make or not. It is a serious question and 
I feel that we must make some recommenda- 
tion. We ought to furnish some kind of an 
arrangement for the disposal of garbage so 
that we would be practically sure of getting 
rid of it once in a while, instead of taking it 
over to the dump as Mr. Swanton told us is 
being done. That is not the right way, and 
I hope that the $2,000 will be voted here 
today. ; 

Moderator: I want to call the citizens’ 
attention to the fact that there is a con- 
ditional clause in the article. I wonder if 
Mr. Moore in making the motion contem- 
plated simply an appropriation of $2,000 or 
went further and desired to instruct the 
selectmen to put a plan into operation. I 
am not quite clear. 

Mr. Moore: I had no part in the draft of 
the article but I understand from the pro- 
ponent that it is rather carefully drawn. I 
appreciated the point which you raise before 
you spoke. I suppose the question should be 
divided, but it was in my mind that the 
Selectmen be instructed to draw a plan and 
put such a plan in operation, and that the 
sum of $2,000 be appropriated to finance the 

lan. 
r Moderator: I thought that was what you 
had in mind but I was not sure. 

Henry Povo: Does the town of Andover 
consider for a minute how far $2,000 would 
go towards collecting garbage? That ain’t 
just a commencement. One man could 
never do it in this wide world of Adam. 
Five thousand dollars won’t do it. You are 
only commencing to get into it when you put 
up $2,000. 

Mrs. Herbert F. Fraser: The League of 
Women Voters has taken up this question 
very thoroughly and we have obtained many 
facts in our study. We have more informa- 
tion than we had at the meeting that Mr. 
Crowley spoke to you about, but I don’t 
believe I need to take your time to argue on 
these points. It is almost an insult to your 
intelligence to point out that garbage should 
be collected as a matter of cleanliness, self« 
respect and health, for I think every one of 
you has that already in mind. As to the 
method of ‘collection, we have given this 
careful study and have reports from many 
towns all over the United States, so that we 
can give you figures and facts. We feel that 
certainly the town should supervise ‘the 
collection of garbage in order to insure @ 
regular and efficient collection and also to be 
sure that regulations are enforced, such 
regulations as the garbage collectors them- 
selves would need, as for instance the stipu- 
lation that glass and other foreign matters 
should not be put in the garbage. That 
could be kept regulated if the town super- 
vised the clacton. We do not mean do the 
collecting, but supervise it. We believe that 
the contractor method is much more econ- 
omical. He has the equipment on hand and 
can e an offer and take the whole matter 
off the hands of the Board of Selectmen or 
whatever agency is directing it. As to. the 
method for getting contracts, I should say 
by competitive bids. The met

in the proper way. We 
have looked into the matter of the ot per 
pound per ‘pis on garbage feeding and we 
also know the comparative gain on garbage- 
fed pigs and grain-fed pigs. We can give a 
lot of interesting facts to any collector who 
wants to make a bid, if he doesn’t have them 
already. If the town did the collecting the 
cost would be from $3,900 to $6,500 so far 
qe can estimate it. ‘ the contractor did 
it I am not quite sure what the would 
be, but probably between $3,000 and $1,009 
for the entire year. As to the raising of 
funds, of course there are two methods that 
have _been suggested, either a stated a 

propriation or an assessment. The article 
suggests that the assessment method be put 
into operation for this first year for a be- 
ginning, but it is not the ideal way. That 
is to have a straight appropriation, and it 
seems to me that the town should put 
through a special appropriation for taking 
care of that garbage. If you can’t do that, 
then an assessment could be charged and the 
assessments would pay for the collection and 
no more. There is one great weakness in 
that plan. Your main arguments for health 
and cleanliness would not be met because it 
would be up to the individual whether or 
not he wanted his garbage taken care of and 
you want your neighbor’s yard as clean as 
your own because it threatens the health 
of your own children and your own family 
if conditions are not right on your neighbor's 
property. The town would have to insist 
or make a rule that every one within certain 
limits must have their garbage collected and 
be willing to pay the assessments, or else the 
town must make a stated appropriation 
and take care of it. Of course this sum of 
$2,000 wou!d not do the work for the entire 
year, but it would make a start during the 
summer months and take care of it at least 
through the summer. That would be a half 
measure but it would be better than none. 


Mr. Traynor: I haven’t made any long 
study of the situation, but I do love the 
town of Andover. When you consider this 
$2,000 amount, you are only supporting the 
Board of Health or the Board of Public 
Works in making another political issue on 
the town. From Hood's farm to Wilson’s 
Corner is some territory that this town 
covers for a man to travel over. A man 
wouldn’t walk it, let alone collect swill over 
it for $2000 a year. These people have made 
a grand study when they don’t know how to 
get rid of their garbage. I do. They seem 
to be getting tired of taking care of their own 
yards and they want the town to clean them 
for them. The lady has no doubt but what 
you could get a contractor. No contractor 
would do the job<for less than $8,500 the 
first year. If those people are so-hard-pushed 
to get rid of their garbage I have a man who 
will collect it for you if you give him 200 
customers at 25 cents per week. If these 
peop'e are so interested in getting their 
yards cleaned up, let them pay him. It 
wou'd cost $50 a week for him and his horse. 

George B. Frost: It seems to me that if 
the last speaker can back up what he has 
said, we have a very plain problem before 
us. I am sure I will give more to have my 
garbage removed (there are only two of us 
and I am as economical as I have the name 
of being) and I will promise to give more for 
any scheme that the town of Andover may 
have looking to the betterment of its cit- 
izens, whether it be a swimming pool or for 
the children’s playstead, or anything that 
the town of Andover believes in that will 
better the town, if they will come to me with 
their subscription or solicitation—I will 
promise to give as much as any man in An- 
dover with my income, but I don’t believe 
as a general principle in lodging everything 
that can be lodged, upon the town. Whom 
do you mean, gentlemen, by the town? It 
seems that the ladies (and God knows that 
no man respects them more than I do or has 
labored more for women’s rights than I in 
public and private) but I hope they are not 
going to be governed by sentiment. I want 
them to take their part in town affairs know- 
ing something about the financial condition 
of the town. 

Before coming here I went over the list of 
things the town wanted, and if they gave 
the town everything that it wanted it would 
be $723,000 and some odd cents, nearly 
three-quarters of a million dollars. Where 
does that money come from that we say we 
are going to appropriate? Where do you 
raise money? You don’t raise it as you 
raise potatoes. We simply take it from a 

jiece of real estate, it may be a house or a 

We have got 1700 acres 
of land in Andover. There is where the 
money is, and this three-quarters of a mil- 
lion is taken from a little slice of my house 
and a little slice of your house.

The Postponed Meeting 


Whatever else the town did at the 
postponed meeting on Saturday, it 
accomplished one progressive action 
which may overshadow the rest of the 
meeting. By its whole-hearted ac- 
ceptance of Articles 17 and 19 it pledged 
itself definitely to the maintenance of a 
program of community _ recreation. 
That is a splendid thing for any town, 
particularly is it so for Andover, where 
unselfish community participation in 
sports may do much to bind the town 
together as a unit. The unselfish 
manner in which the Legion presented 
the article which they were sponsoring 
is also deserving of special commenda- 
tion, perhaps not so much for the 
action which they accomplished as for 
the promise which that accomplishment 
gives of the service which the town may 
expect from that organization in the 
future. 


Unofficial statements made since the 
meeting seem to point to the fact that 
the sponsors of the garbage article have 
by no means completed their work. 
At various times during the past year, 
the Townsman has advocated the 
adoption of some comprehensive plan 
for the disposal of garbage from the 
homes in the centercof the town. It 
was thought that some définite action 
would result from the special meeting 
held in June, at which time the matter 
was referred to the Board of Public 
Works and the Board of Health as a 
joint committee to report at the meet- 
ing just past. Dr. Abbott writing 
prior to the June meeting expressed an 
opinion that no scheme could be suc- 
cessful unless ‘it called for the appro- 
priation of-—a— considerable. sum ~..of 
money. He mentioned at that time the 
sum of $5000.00 as a possible amount 
to care for the actual collection of the 
garbage, the question of disposal pre- 
sumably costing a considerable amount 
in addition to that*sum. It has been 
authentically stated that the collection 
of garbage and ashes in Shawsheen 
alone cost almost.the amount. appro- 
priated by the town last week. The 
Townsman is not displeased to see the 
article receive favorable support at a 
town meeting. Any action which makes 
for better health in our town is worthy 
of undivided support. It does hope, 
though, that those at the meeting who 
promised to care for the difficulties 
which seem to have prevented any 
action before this time, will be able to

produce a solution which will enable 
the problem to be handled effectively 
with the small appropriation which was 
made. 

The town established an excellent 
precedent in its handling of Article 
18. Whether or not the article would 
have received support had the piece 
of apparatus asked for not been speci- 
fied, will always be an undecided 
question. Undoubtedly, a more careful 
drafting of the article would have done 
away with much of that type of mean 
insinuation which characterized the 
discussion of the article and which is so 
to be despised. Certainly the town does 
not mean by its action that it is averse 
to giving ample fire protection to Bal- 
lardvale. The article and its treatment 
should serve to emphasize three very 
important facts. First, every article 
in the warrant which can be presented 
by one of the town’s boards, because the 
ground which that article covers falls 
under the jurisdiction of that board, 
should be presented to the meeting by 
the proper authorities and not by a 
group of interested but partially in- 
formed citizens. _ Action should be 
taken through the proper channels. 
Second, no article should be presented 
which in any way binds the town to 
purchase a certain trade-named product, 
even though the framers of the article 
may have a certain product in mind in 
framing the article. Third, if an article 
is of such nature that it is proper for a 
group of citizens to sponsor it directly, 
they should come to the meeting fully 
prepared with complete information on 
the subject which they are proposing. 
If nothing else had intervened to defeat 
Article 18, certainly the absence of any 
backers would have been sufficient in 
itself-to.cause the town to turn it down. 

This week’s remarks would not be 
complete without some mention of the 
little ceremony which took place at the 
beginning of the meeting. It-is-a-very 
difficult matter for a town to show its 
appreciation to a man like our retiring 
moderator who has, over a long period 
of years, served the town in such a 
capable manner. A rising vote seems to 
be and is a very inadequate expression 
of Andover’s true feeling toward Mr. 
Ripley. The Townsman feels certain 
that while his remarks indicated that 
other duties were keeping him more out 
of touch with the town than he wished 
to be, his services will be given as 
freely in the future as they have been in 
the past to any worthy project which 
will make for the good of Andover.

message brought by Rev. Harry Stock, 
secretary of young people’s work for the 
Congregational Education Society. Mr. 
Stock believes that by using young life the 
church will have the help of a great power, 
that youth will grow and take the church 
ahead of the place which it occupies today. 
The devotional service at noon wis led 
by Mrs. Henry Francis Smith, president of 


the Women’s Home Missionary Association | 


of Massachusetts. 

A song service opened the afternoon 
session when familiar hymns were sung with 
accompaniments played by Mrs. Philip 
Ripley and Mrs. Henry C. Sanborn, piano, 
and Miss Susan Ripley, violin. 

“New Forces in Old China” was the sub- 
ject chosen by Miss Eunice Thomas, for 
several years a teacher in a girl’s school in 
Wenshan, South China, where she is carry- 
ing on an important work in “one corner of 
the world parish.’ She described the 
country in which her school is situated as the 
most flowery part of the “Flowery King- 
dom” where marguerites grow waist-high 
and poinsettias to the second story windows. 
She finds the girls most eager to learn. The 
enrollment has doubled in the last fifteen 
years, and interest is so sincere that one-third 
of the expense of the schoolis borne by the 
Chinese. 

Miss Ada Chandler, for twenty-five years 
a missionary in China, told of her work in a 
boys’ school and of the great gathering which 
assembled to bid her farewell when she left 
for this country, a tribute which she con- 
siders paid to her as an American due at 
least in part to Japan’s gratitude to America 
for her generosity at the time of the earth- 
quake disaster. She considers that America’s 
attitude at that time did more for world 
peace than any other act in recent years. 

“Mahatma Gandhi represents today the 
feelings of more people in the world than any 
other man. He is the expression of a mighty 
upheaval of a people, a gréater upheaval 
than that which took place in Japan,” said 
Rev. John Bicknell in speaking of conditions 
in India and Ceylon. Mr. Bicknell has 
recently zeturned from Ceylon, where he 
was principal of a boys’ school where the 
aim is not to convert to Christianity a few 
persons here and there but to Christianize 
the whole community and to set forces in 
operation which will eventually transform 
society. 

A pleasant part of the afternoon’s pro- 
gram was a musical number, Mozart’s 
Paino Concerto in B flat played by Mrs. 
Henry. C. Sanborn and..Mrs.. Philip L.

This is a very 
ancient art, having been practiced before 
the Christian era, many of the samé methods 
being used at-the present-time. Grafting is 
used ‘to propagate varieties of fruit which 
don’t come true to seed, to change inferior 
varieties to good varieties, to grow several 
varieties on one tree and to repair girdled 
trees. An apple may be grafted on a pear, 
a pear on a quince, or a peach on a plumb, 
but nota stone fruit ona seed fruit. 

Mr. Boutwell has himself grafted thou- 
sands of trees and was able not only to give 
the theory of grafting, but by actual demon- 
stration with branches and scions made the 
process so plain that many of his hearers will 
doubtless feel qualified to try their hand at 
renovating the fruit trees on the home place. 
His. demonstrations included cleft. grafting, 
bridge grafting and budding.

wanted a Reo pump and he thought that 
that was as ps there was. I didn’t know 
anything about the Reo pump, and I don’t 
now.

The trouble. with that pump 
that didn’t work, was that there were new 
lines laid and we got grit continually stop- 
ping up the outlet. We had to keep taking 
away the grit and dirt, and that is what hurt 
the pump so that it was the opinion of the 
engineers and the selectmen both that the

the town wants a pump down there at 
Ballardvale it would be fine to have it, and 
Andover wou'd benefit too.

Henry A. Bodwell: It seems very much 
as if this question had been poorly considered, 
particularly when we hear that the chief of 
the fire department knew nothing about the 
thing before it is brought before the town for 
action.

In regard to the 
equipment at Ballardvale, I am told that 
tests have been made which show that at 
Ballardvale the static pressure is 122 pounds 
which will deliver with four streams about 
1,000 gallons a minute. We have a pair of 
horses and a hose wagon, and _ pressure 
sufficient to take care of any fire in the 
initial stages. With the motor apparatus 
that we have here, we have felt that it is not 
a question of Ballardvale requiring some- 
thing, but that it is the question of a part of 
the town being protected, and we have felt 
that they are as well protected as other out- 
lying portions of ‘the town, and as well 
op as some parts of Shawsheen 

illage. 

We must stop and think about what we 
are getting to. We have already a tax rate, 
as I have checked up what we have done so 
far, of $28.80, and this will bring it up about 
30 or 40 cents more on a thousand. If we 
need these things, of course we must get 
them, but I hope the town will stop and 
give this thing careful consideration.

We sometimes criticize Lawrence, but they 
have a yard where the children can go and 
be taken care of. I hope this amount of 
$4,500 will be appropriated. 

Frank Markey: This article embraces two 
articles, and asks for $4,000 for bleachers and 
00 for accessories. The first project 
originated in our organization and_ the 
second at the suggestion of prominent 
citizens in the town who had anticipated 
coming here asking for similar appropria- 
tions. The five hundred dollars would 
cover the building of sand boxes, chutes, 
Swings, etc., which could be placed in the 
school grounds and would be a nucleus of a 
playground which could be developed an- 
nually at a small expenditure of money, 
where our children could go in the summer 
and other times and enjoy in a small degree 
privileges and benefits that children else- 
where get in a greater degree. The $4,000 
would cover putting up bleachers with a 
seating capacity of 1,000 seats. That is a 
fair price for a very suitable bleacher similar 
to these now used at Phillips Academy. 
They could be placed at the first and third 
base lines of the baseball field and easily 
moved at the football season to the other 
side of the football field. At the present 
time there is a small grandstand with a roof 
sloping towards the diamond rather than 
away from it, so that the view is obstructed 
and it is very inadequate. We will have in 
the high school this year alone an enroll- 
ment of 300, and where would 225 seats go 
with 9,000 people? Heretofore those of you 
who have gone to the playstead had to sit on 
the dusty ground or in automobiles or any 
place available in order to see the games, and 
the most deplorable lack of our bleachers is 
in the fall when the field is more than half 
the time soggy and covered with water. 
We stand in the mud and water and watch 
the high school play football and I don’t 
think the playstead is worthy of the name 
until you put in sufficient seats to make it a 
real playground. The building of bleachers 
would-be a-great-move towards the dévelop- 
ment of athletics in Andover. Our govern- 
ment used to spend’a great deal of time and 
money to have the men devote themselves to 
athletics and outdoor sports. After the 
armistice, especially abroad, the morale 
went down very low when the boys were 
waiting to get back, and the government 
coped with this problem by being very 
lavish with money for athletics and recrea- 
tion in the cantonments so that lots of time 
could be given over to athletics. It is now 
time that Andover made a start in this wa 
by putting the bleachers on the hasitend. 
I don’t agree with the finance board when 
they disapprove this article. Why, a blind 
man can see that we need seats on the 
playstead. These bleachers can be easily 
moved to fit into their place. The develop- 
ment of the lapateed certainly needs «a 
study, but why not have our bleachers while 
the study is going on? The Legion are 
sponsoring this article in the hope that you 
will not look at it from the sentimental 
standpoint necessarily, but look at it from 
the standpoint of a duty to yourselves. It 
means nothing to the Legion individually 
or collectively, but it means something to 
every citizen Look at it also from the 
oh of courtesy to our visitors. This 
would be the right move towards the ath- 
letic movement and the beginning of a new 
era of community spirit. 


Rev. Arthur S. Wheelock: I am interested 
in this article as a member of the American 
Legion, and because I think it will improve 
the health and morals of our young, people. 
We have heard a good deal of discussion as 
to what the members of. the American Legion 
wanted for a memorial, and it developed 
that there was a good deal of dispute among 
them as to what they actually did want, but 
here is a project which they are unanimously 
behind. They are all for it and have fully 
made up their minds about it. Here the 
town has a chance to get behind the Ameri- 
can Legion and accept their proposition.

Perhaps they have 
had some correspondence with Mr. Meredith 
of the State Department with regard to the 
advisability of installing a new scale. The 
department of Public Works in checking the 
amount of traffic from Reading and Andover 
through Lawrence, found that the scales 
were not sufficiently large and they came 
near breaking the scale.

Article 2t.—To see if the Town will accept’as a 
town way, as laid out by the Selectmen, and shown 
on plan filed with the Town Clerk, a street located 
on the northerly side of Chestnut Street about one 
hundred and twenty-two feet easterly of land of 
Burtt and running northerly to Summer Street, on 
petition of Llewellyn D. Pomeroy and others. 


Mr. Rhodes: As one of the petitioners I 
am requested to put this before the meeting. 
This article of course is one that does not re- 
quire anappropriation. This street runs be- 
tween Chestnut street and Summer street 
northerly, and as you are aware between 
Whittier and Avon street giving access 
to a tract of land large enough for about 
twenty house lots. The same thing came 
a4 last year and was thrown out, for 
| what reason I don’t know. It is really a 


business proposition to the town of An- 
dover, a revenue-producing proposition. 
I will give you an illustration what has 
resulted so far in this very small develop- 
ment. In 1921 this property was valued at 
$2,800 and brought in an income of $74.76. 
This year the estimated value of this prop- 
erty, with only the little development that 
is on it, is $21,050, with its estimated income 
to be $535.41, an increase of 700 per cent 
already in developing the land over what it 
was, This street is 716 feet long. They 
have already installed 308 feet of sewer, 
and the same amount of private water ser- 
vice. They have already built two houses 
on this property, and two others that are 
connected with this development, and there 
are six lots sold. The Pasho land and the 
F. E. Dodge estate are included in the 
development. We all know that expendi- 
tures come generally before incomes; it is 
the same in all propositions. No money is 
being asked at this time but of course the 
town will have to vo out money eventually. 
What is the probable value of this property 
when it is fully developed? I think the 
lowest estimate would be a value of $100,000, 
which at a tax rate of $20 per thousand would 
mean $2,000 a year would be the 
probable expenditure. on this street by the 
town within a period of twenty years? To 
lay the water main the of this street 
would cost $1,200, from which the income 
would pot be about $200 to $250 a 
ear, It would probably not be more than 

,000 that the town would have to pay but

George H. Winslow: I move this article be 
adopted. 

Mr. McNulty: It seems.a pity to change 
this. Practically all the old shite have been 
already wiped out. Poor street is one of the 
oldest streets in Andover and at one time it 
was the en ee And the old An- 
dover family there 120 years ago, for 
a period of 60 years cond’ a carriage 
factory there on the site of the estate now 
called “Aberfoyle.” Then we had one of 
our country commissioners by that name, 
and some of their descendants today still 
live in North Andover. There is certainly a 
lot of sentiment attached to the name in 
Andover and the name should still live. 
That-name ought to stand just as it is out of 
respect to that family and what it has 
meant to Andover in the past. 

Mr. Burns; I have the greatest respect for 
old families and old family names, : but it 
seems to me that here is a matter which is 
brought before this meeting on the petition 
of Mr. Winslow and the development there 
in Shawsheen Village is such that we ought 
to try as much as possible to cooperate with 
it. It seems.to me no reflection whatever on 


the family name or any of the old families’ 


that formerly lived in Shawsheen Village. 
I think the article ought to be adopted. 
Mr. Rhodes: The sentimental part of that 
roposition is all right but when you come to 
k at the street it has no resemblance to 
what it used to be. The county authorities

Mr. O’Connell: May I ask through i 
Mr. Moderator, if there is anybody here 
sufficiently well informed to tell us what 
event, place, incident or institution that the 
name Oxford is intended to perpetuate, in 
the event ‘that this assemblage decides to 
depart from the fine old Revolutionary 
name of Poor? F 

Moderator: You have heard Mr. O’Con- 
nell’s query. Can an ly inform him? 

Mr. Winslow: was not suggested 
with any idea of pi on the name of 
Poor. It is an endeavor to correct a very 
poor condition which now exists with Poor 
street starting on Main street at the junction 
of Haverhill and Main and running no 
about 1,200 feet and then running out to 
Main street again. It is a condition that is 
not an up-to-date one and it was with that 
idea in mind that this and the following 
article were put into the warrant, simply 
to correct that condition. 

Mr. O'Connell: In the absence of any 
information upon the subject this assem- 
blage is indeed in somewhat of a quandary as 
to just what to do. The gentleman in favor 
urges us to the name for some un- 
known reason and when we ask for even the 
most casual information we are met with 
silence. Off-hand I can think of only two 


things when the name Oxford is mentioned; 
that is a low-cut shoe and the famed English 
university of the same name. Perso! I 


would hesitate to change the name, but as I 
note with regret that in this most important 
matter we get no counsel from the organ- 
ization known as the Andover Historical 
Society I am loath to act for them, The 
historical society during the past year has 
had a sort of resurrection and practically 
all the so-called polite names in town were 
added to its roster, and it does seem too bad 
that during its marshmallow-roast meetings 
and-its inspiring hikes that this matter, so 
peculiarly theirs, was not considered for our 
guidance. _ : 

T seriously question whether this proposed 
change has the sanction of the dominating 
personality at Shawsheen Village. Anyway 
it does not square with his reported brand 
of Americanism. One can not seriously 
object, when, in order to carry forward the 
great development in the Village, a bare 
meadow is taken and streets developed to 
which are given the names of the favored 
castles of the late Victoria and the: present 
members of the British royal family; but 
when the System decrees that the traditional 
name of Poor be dropped for the name of the 
noted English university, I trust that when 
you Andover people sanction it, that the 
event be solemnized by the Historical 
society rising and leading us in singing 
“God Save the King.” 

Dr. Abbott: I think the grange of 
this article will agree that I have always 
spoken for the community spirit which exists 
between Frye Village, now Shawsheen 
Village, and the center of the town. The 
Historical Society have considered this and 
I felt sure that the article would not go 
through. I am glad to coincide in part with 
what Mr. O’Connell has said. It does not 
seem to me altogether right that in inter- 
preting Shawsheen Village as a part of the 
town we should eliminate all that originally 
belonged to the name of Frye Village. The 
name of Frye itself and this name of Poor are 
worthy of consideration as a memorial. It 
makes no difference as to the sort of street 
that is there but it is a perpetuation of these 
old historical names which the Historical 
Society, the Village Improvement Society 
and these other organizations are interested 
in. We have héard much in regard to senti- 
ment; I believe that there should be in the 
town a greater spirit of sentiment upon this 
particular thing. I don’t believe that we 


'should get away from the fact that Andover 


is a community and that we wish to keep it 
as a community, including Ballardvale and 
Shawsheen Village as itis now called. I 
don’t see any reason why the name Poor 
rt of some 
street in this village. I trust that the pro- 
ponent will agree with me that it will be wise 
to reconsider this and have the name of 
Poor perpetuated in Shawsheen Village.
